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Family Of 7 
Flees $8,000 
Chester Fire 


Home Destroyed As 
Firemen Refuse Call 
For Lack Of Bond 


A Chester area couple and their 
five young daughters escaped with­ 
out injury when their one - story 
frame house was burned to t h e 
ground early this morning. Dam­ 
age was estimated at around $8,000. 
Mr. and Mrs. Eugene Cheuvront 
of 3rd St. Ext., fled their home 
about 4:45 a. in. after the five-room 
structure was apparently ignited by 
an overheated coal heating stove. 
Cheuvront said he had fired the 
stove about 3:30. He heard a crack­ 
ling in the attic. He roused his 
wife and the girls, ranging from 2 
to 9 years old. 
Cheuvront said he phoned t h e 
Chester fire station, but was ad­ 
vised the firemen could not answer 
the call because he did not have 
the necessary $50 guarantee bond. 
The home is located about half a 
mile south of the city limits, be­ 
yond which firemen cannot answer 
an alarm unless the bond is signed. 
The flames quickly 
s p r e a d 
through the house and Cheuvront 
was able to save only some cloth­ 
ing. Fire destroyed or damaged the 
rest of the clothing, a refrigerator, 
n*»w gas stove, a television s e t , 
other furniture and the children’s 
many Christmas gifts. 
Cheuvront, about 29, had worked 
at the Crucible Steel Co. at Mid­ 
land until he underwent a recent 
operation. He has been out of the 
hospital for about a month and was 
scheduled to return to the hospital 
shortly. 
The children are Patricia, 9, Nan­ 
cy Jo, 7, Sandra, 4, Frances, 3, 
and Teresa, 2. 
Cheuvront said he had banked 
the stove last night, but had fired 
up about 3:30 because of the cold. 
He returned to beni, but did not 
fall asleep, he said. 
He said he called the fire sta­ 
tion, but was advised firemen could 
not come because he had not signed 
the $50 bond. Cheuvront said today 
he doubted if firemen could have 
arrived in time to save anything. 
He said he had insurance on the 
furnishings, and some insurance on 
the house, which he was purchas­ 
ing. 
The family is staying temporar­ 
ily with his father, Fred Cheuvront, 
of Lawrenceville.

Nehru s Dilemma In The Cold War 


We Are The Revolutionist* 


It had been a long time line* the counter- 
revolutionists in the seats of power in Russia 
had been reminded that real revolutionists in 
the Christian era fight for freedom. 
Our government’s tart rejoinder to the Rus­ 
sian Khrusnchev’s howl of protest after Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower’s Christmas m essage held out 
hop* of freedom for the oppressed people of the 
world serves a useful pu»-pose. 


History is always confused in the making 
and usually garbled in the telling. H ire# facts 
about Russian history must be kept straight. 


First, the Russian revolution during World 
War I was the real thing—a bid for freedom 
by oppressed people who had been manhandled 
by the czars. 


Second, the Russian revolution 
was 
taken 
over by counter-revolutionists under I^enin. who 
aimed to set up an even stronger dictatorship 
than the czarists had maintained. 
Third, the counter-revolution has 
continued 
ever since, first under Stalin and now under 
the men who learned how to stay in power by 
ruthless domination of the bureaucracy of one- 
party dictatorship. 
The thing the men in the Kremlin alway* 
have feared most is a new Russian revolution 
that would do to them what the Bolsheviks did 
to the Czarists. 
That is why thev have carried on purges 
and deportations. That Is why they have had 
to rely on police power to manhandle their 
opponents. That is why they have isolated the 
Russian people from the world. 
The hopes stirred by the doctrine of Marx 
and Engles have been blighted by men who 
have used Marxism to conceal a new form of 
political despotism based on the supreme pow­ 
er of the temporal state.

This has been a cynical denial of the original 
aim of revolution in Russia. It has been di- 
' rectly opposed to the doctrine of freedom de­ 
veloped in the American and French revolu­ 
tions. It is irreconcilable with freedom’s credo 
that the dignity of men must be preserved at 
all costs against the power of the state. 
The great tragedy of the 20th centiffy has 
been freedom’s failure to keep the offensive 
against despotism. 
Khrushchev’s bellow of rage revealed where 
the Russian despots can be hit hardest—in 
their dread of revolution.

It could be claimed that last weekend’s traffic 
fatality total of approximately 550 was the ir­ 
reducible minimum for a three-dav New Year’s 
weekend.

Frank Hague, the Jersev City political boss 
who died last Sunday, would have been 80 on 
Jan. 17.

necessity. I was to pick up a m em ­ 
ber of my family at an interchange 
on the Ohio Turnpike. Although the 
country was fam iliar, I never had 
driven on or even seen the new 
road that connects the toll road 
with the toll-free highway system . 
Therefore, when approaching a 
stop-sign I assumed the mtersect- 


be- | ing road was at right angles or 1 
thereabout to the road on which I 
was traveling. Seeing no lights at 
either the right or left, I pulled 
into the intersection. The reflected 
lights of two cars were visible in 
the rear view mirror, and I want­ 
ed to clear the intersection before 
the first of the two reached it. 
But they were the lights of cars 
on another road that cut the inter­ 
section at an acute angle — so 
acute their reflection was in the 
rear vision of my car.

WASHINGTON iJB-The shadow 
of President Eisenhower fell across 
the opening of Congress just as 
vividly as if he had been there 
instead of in Florida recuperating 
from a heart attack.

would be dropped from airplanes. 


WHEN WORLD WAR II started 
20 years later President Roosevelt 
begged both sides 
not 
to bomb 
“open cities.” By the time the war 
was drawing to a close all con­ 
testants 
were 
bombing 
“o p e n 
cities” and the United States itself 
bombed Hiroshima without a spe­ 
cific warning to the inhabitants of 
that city. 
The assumption that rival nations 
now are more civilized or that nu­ 
clear war is too horrible to be per­ 
mitted to happen has taken hold of 
public opinion in America. 
Marshal Bulganin, the Soviet pre­ 
mier. in a New Year’s Day inter­ 
view. flatly contradicted this as­ 
sumption when he said that there 
was no certainty 
that 
hydrogen 
bombs wouldn’t be used in the next 
war. His purpose in saying so, he 
alleged, was 
to prevent 
peoples 
from being lulled into a sense of 
security which would tend to make 
them less interested in coming to 
agreements to prevent war. 
The fact is, however, that Bul­ 
ganin doesn’t trust the West and 
doesn’t want his own people to trust 
the West. It is important for the 
Communist rulers to keep their 
people in a state of readiness for 
war—otherwise the sacrifices that 
are being made to produce war 
goods would become unnecessary. 
There would then be greater pres­ 
sure by the Soviet people for con­ 
sumer goods and for a much bet­ 
ter standard of living. 


REALISM TODAY requires ob­ 
servers of the world situation to 
agree that two mighty forces—the 
Soviet Union and the 
U n i t e d 
States—are ranged against 
each 
other and that the “ cold war” is a 
wide issue—a struggle to get allies 
or alienate them as the case may 
be. 
The strategy of the Soviet, of 
course, is to draw allies from the 
West or to persuade them to adopt 
“ neutralism** as India has done. 
The strategy of the United States 
is to held allies and to win away 
from the Soviet the satellites of 
Eastern Europe 
In a nuclear war it is not the 
number of allies but their stra­ 
tegic geographical positio 
which 
counts. The military power of the 
United States with the help of bases 
in Western Europe can be applied 
instantly against Soviet territory if 
the Communists should attack. In 
the Far East, the American posi­ 
tion. however, is not so strong and 
the Soviet tacticians are trying to 
make it less strong every day. 
• 


UNFORTUNATELY on this point 


are every day being duped into 
playing the Russian game. 
Thus the admission of Red China s 
into the United Nations, for ex­ 
ample, is not in itself going to 
change the actions of the U.N. But 
in moral and military significance 
it would be a terrific loss to the 
United States. It would mean that 
two big armies in the Far East— 
the Korean and the Chinese Na­ 
tionalists—would be melted away 
by such a surrender to the Red Chi­ 
nese. 
Moscow controls the Far East 
with a tight rein and can start or 
stop a war in Formosa or Korea or 
in Southeast Asia. 
America and 
her allies are 
not 
bellicose. 
So 
while, theoretically, for the time 
being a stalem ate does exist, this 
is only another name for the so­ 
called “balance of power” doctrine

He has stated 
the limitations imposed by law up­ 
on the power of the Federal Re­ 
serve System to check the excesses i 
to which a thoughtless public has 
in the past been subject, and of 
which it seem s once more to be the 
victim . 
I have noted with wonderment I 
and no little concern the many new 
directions into which 
installment 
selling has moved. The purchase 
of an automobile in these days is 
in most cases a necessity. B u t 
when a dealer develops a plan by 
which the purchaser “buys” a new 
car every year with a constantly 
diminishing eq u ity in his “prop­ 
erty.” I wonder whether either the 
dealer or the industry or the “buy­ 
er” really knows what they were 
doing. 
I entertained a small shock when 
I read that vacations were no long­ 
er to be measured by what people 
could afford, but that they might 
luxuriate on the beaches of the 
world on so much a week or month 
in the long stretch ahead. 
I noted with apprehensive am use­ 
ment the story of a New Yorker 
who bought via installments a sax­ 
ophone and some lessons thereon 
to be enjoyed by his 75-year-old fa­ 
ther. 
But the idea of going to a movie 
and paying later in installments 
really seemed to be the ultimate.

WASHINGTON KA — About five 
million workers, perhaps several 
million m ore, will get automatic 
pay hikes during 1956. 
These raises will boost the an­ 
nual wage bill of American indus­ 
try by a billion dollars or more. 
The pay increases either have 
been negotiated by labor unions 
| or will come through a jump in 
the federal minimum wage March 
I from the present 75 cents an 
hour to a dollar. 
A Labor Departm ent survey In­ 
dicated T uesday night the nego­ 
tiated boosts will run generally in 
| a range of 6 to l l cents an hour, 
or from $2 40 to $4 40 for a 40- 
hour week. 
Some of these union-negotiated 
pay boosts will be as low as 3 
cents, some as high as 30 cents 
; an hour. Some workers stand to 
get as much as 25 cents an bour 
m ore through the higher minimum 
wage. 
The Labor D epartm ent’s statis­ 
tics bureau estim ated that raises 
will fail due this year for at least 
2*4 million workers under m ajor 
long-term iabor-management con­ 
tracts. 
The bureau had calculated ear­ 
lier that 2.100.000 workers would 
be entitled to increases under the 
higher federal minimum wage, ap­ 
proved 
by Congress last year. 
More than half these workers are 
rn Southern states.

— and those who work for them 
— have abou t as mu ch at stake 
ai the politicians as Congress 
starts its new session. 
Most of the issu es that will 
divide the politicians will tou ch 
closely on bu siness. There aren’t 
many issu es this year that don’t 
have an economic backgrou nd. 
Qu estions coming u p that have 
a definite interest for bu siness in* 
elu de: Taxes, highway bu ilding, 
foreign aid, farm su bsidies, labor 
and minimu m wage laws, pu blic 
hou sing, defense produ ction, stock 
market inqu iries, natu ral gas regu ­ 
lation, atomic and disaster insu r* 
ance, social secu rity extension, 
legislation on mergers and anti­ 
tru st inqu iries. 
The 
list 
offers 
congressmen 
plenty of opportu nity to get rid 
of any su rplu s the Treasu ry might 
bu ild u p throu gh tax collections 
from prosperou s citizens and cor­ 
porations. 
Few of the issu es will find bu si­ 
nessmen u ndivided, any more than 
the politicians. 
Already spokesmen for variou s 
indu stries are bending tiie ears of 
lawmakers pointing ou t the need 
for, or the danger in, proposed 
legislation. 
Most of the Issu es will have to 
be met squ are on by Congress be­ 
cau se present legislation wiU ex­ 
pire this year. 
Taxes are a prime'example. On 
April 1, u nless Congress icts, the 
rate on corporate income will drop 
to 47 percent from 52 per cent, 
and the same day the excises on 
many goods will decline to lower 
rates. Bu sinessmen generally are 
resigned to qu ick action by Con­ 
gress to keep these taxes from 
being eased mu ch, if any. As in­ 
dividu als, however, bu sinessmen 
like everyone else look for a cu t 
in personal income taxes as an 
election year token. 
On most other qu estions bu si­ 
nessmen are pretty well split. 
Foreign aid is an example. Com­ 
panies with connections or markets 
abroad are more likely to see good 
points abou t the administration’s 
proposal for more spending than 
are bu siness firms who are af­ 
fected directly only by the chance 
more foreign aid wou ld ju st mean 
more taxes. 
Highway bu ilding programs will 
find bu siness grou ps battling each 
other: Over the amou nts to be 
spent, how mu ch by the federal 
and how mu ch by the state gov­ 
ernments, and how the money is 
to be raised. 
The railroads and the tru cking 
firms 
obviou sly 
have 
different 
points of view. Bu t there are many 
other indu stries with something 
more at stake than ju st the pros­ 
pect of higher taxes. 
The au to and tru ck makers and 
their su ppliers, the ru bber com-* 
panies. the gasoline refiners, all 
are boosters for more roads. Bu t 
when it cô mes to paying for the 
highways they won’t see eye to 
eye on the matter of higher taxes 
on su ch things as gas or tires.

Matthews related he slapped and 
strangled Joanne 
Pushis, 17, 
a 
white girl, in the park Aug. 6 
He pushed her into a clump of 
bushes, where her body was found j 
four days later. 
Matthews said he had drunk 14, 
or 15 cans of beer at the party, 
held in the mess hall of Battery 
A. 734th Antiaircraft Artillery Bat-; 
ta lion, in Calumet Park on the 
shore of Lake Michigan. 
His statem ent led to an order 
prohibiting sale of liquor at Army 
posts in city parks. 
Judge Kluczynski said the killing 
was "a case of strangulation—a 
horrible death . . . a case of rape 
at any cost.” 
“ If this had been a contested 
case before the court with the 
same evidence, the court would 
not have hesitated in inflicting the 
punishment of the electric chair,” 
he said. 
He said that he was willing to 
take the state’s recommendation 
of imprisonment because Matthews 
“ has thrown himself on the mercy 
of the court and made it easier 
for the stale to introduce its evi­ 
dence.” 
The 199-year sentence will keep 
Matthews from getting parole un­ 
til he has served 66 1-3 years. 
Matthews did not testify but two 
statem ents he made to police were 
. introduced. He said he first met 
the girl at the dance, and that late*-1 
he made advances and she*fought 
him and threatened to tell her 
father and his commanding offi­ 
cer. This angered him, he said, 
and he slapped and struck her, 
and placed his hands around her 
neck when she tried to escape.
